‘The two committees met at 9 pm in 
the Town Hall, where the Selectmen 
had been holding their regular meet- 
ing. Chairman Bruce McDonald care- 
fully laid down the ground rules for 
the voting. as detailed by the Town 
Counsel, He said that the nominations 
would be made. and then the voting 
would be done by balloting. Miss Di- 
ane Imbimbo asked if it could be con- 
ducted in executive session, and Mr 
McDonald replied that the Town Coun: 
sel felt it better it it be done in open 
session, for the welfare of the com 
munity 

Mrs Drew immediately nominated 
Mrs Clark, who was the runner-up in 
the spring election, and Selectmen 
Miceli and Backman seconded toge 
ther 

Mrs Barbara Hooper of the School 
Committee then nominated Mrs Aan 
Rounds of Butters Row. with Miss 
Imbimbo seconding. Chairman of the 
School Committee John Brooks then 
requested his name be used for the 
seconding. so that Miss Imbimbo 
could nominate her candidate 

Permission was granted and Miss 
Imbimbo then nominated Dr. Ralph 
LePore of Middlesex Ave. Mrs. Hoop- 
er spoke on the qualifications of Mrs. 
Rounds, and Mrs Frances Gray. who 
was sitting in a spectator’s 
spoke on her thoughts that the candi 
date who had run for the position 
should be the one elected 

The balloting found Mrs Clark the 
winner by an 8 to 2 majority. Banda 
then instructed the chairman to de- 
stroy the ballots, but on reconsider- 


ation it was decided to hold them for 
the Town Counsel

Underground electric cables for a 
new sub-division was the first sub- 
ject discussed in the Selectmen's 
meeting.

cuss SILC and the relocation of Rte 
62, and problems of a circumfer 
ential highway around the Metropol 
itan area of Boston. 

r. Hayward, who represents the 
Selectmen in SILC, said that there 
are now eleven towns in that organi 
zation, and though the State DPW re- 
fuses to recognize them, they were 
concerned. Jim Miller. of the Met 
ropolitan Area Planning Council at- 
tends all their meetings. Hayward 
said, and he extended an invitation 
to the Selectmen to attend the meet- 
g. SILC. 

Shei! Oil District Engineer Gerald 
O'Neal appeared to ask for additional 
storage space in the Shell stations 
one on Middlesex Avenue and one on 
Main Street. He was asking for added 
tanks of 4000 and 5000 gallons, 

The new tanks were to be for lead 
free gasoline, he told the Selectmen. 
and General Motors is now develop- 
ing a car for the 1971 market which 
will use only this gas. It was Shell's 
intention to. help in fighting air pol- 
lution without legislation, and that was 
the reason for the new tanks,

Miceli was adamant, but the Select- 
men decided to invite DeLoury and 
Morey to the next meeting and talk 
things over.
